.tion worse or not at all when the sun is 
„not shining. : 

Direct sunlight nıakes life easier for 
solar research scientists and engineers. 
Haze, fumes or cloud may not prevent 
solar energy from gelting through, but 
direct sunlight can be converted more 
efficiently in solar cells and the like, 

Direct light can also be played on to 
small surfaces by mirrors and lenses, 
which is indispensable if solar power is 
to be generated econoniically. 

A new kind of collector now promises 
to function not only when skies are blue 
but also when the sun is out of sight. 
Diffused light can be concentrated on a 
few square centimetres of high-grade 
solar celi that efficiently convert ligll 
into energy. . 

This opeııs up ihe prospecl of solur 
power playing a nıitjor role in meeting 
energy rêquiremenis in the foreseeable 
future even in countries such as Weusl 
Germany where sunligll is often {he ex- 
ceplion, not {be rule.

But Dethlefsen has gone further {hun 
psychiatrists have previously diured, 
laking lis volunteers back to birtlı, con- 
ception and events both he and they de- 
seribe as experience undergone in pust 
existence, 

He tells his story in a book cnlitled

Evperience of Rebirtl) published by 
Bertelsmann, Munich. 

He has developed a theory lo explain 
his practical resulis, basing his assunp=

The ‘body according lo Dethlefsen is 
mere matter and disappears enlircly ifter 
death. The mind is "fe itself" and the 
soul, or consciousness, is what gives 
man lis individuality or personal chilrc= 
teristics. 

“After death you can probe a body 
wilh every scienlilic melhod Known lo 
man,” he says, “and you will find that 
nothing whatever is missing.” 

He reckons there ınust be something 
inside the individual that governs every- 
thing that goes on in the human body.

Any American professor of history 
writing or lecturing in such a dry and 
unımaginative style would lose his job 
on the spot, 


Granted, there iš a certain coınmercia. 
lisation in America,: and we in ` the 
Federıl Republic of Germany pride our. 
selves on having kept this element out 
of our academic life, But Germıan his- 
torians and sociologists can afford suclı 
an attitude only because they are the 
beneficiaries of a highly subsidised 'aca- 
demic life. : 

This is also the crilicism expressed by 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt in his ad- 
dress to the Congress. He urged lhe his- 
torians to provide Popular historic ‘litera- 
ture because olherwise this neglecled 
field would be usurped’ hy ideological 
extremists. 

Herr Schmidt used the’ following si- 
mile: As the strength or weakness of re- 
ligious belief has never been reserved for
